What Is Neutrality ? 


Several words in the vocabulary of war 
in the last 
two years. The conflict itsélf has been 
described in a phrase, “ total war,” which 
meant nothing until “ total war” had 
been experienced. In the old days words 
and phrases had absolute interpretations, 
and the. leaders and diplomats of the 
nations understood the exact significance 
of everything that was written in inter- 
national documents, no matter what the 
tongue employed. Recently, however, 
language had been twisted to suit the 
purpose, the argument or the excuse of 
the statesman using it, and the chan- 
celleries, instead of the colleges, had been 
dictating the meanings of the words that 
occurred in their transactions. Unfortu- 
nately for them, some of the chancelleries 
were sticking to the old meanings, which 
led to embarrassments and, more often, to 
pique and wrath. Embarrassment, pique 
and wrath do not matter much to-day, 
when weightier considerations are being 
decided by the tank and the bomber. At 
the same time, when peace returns, it will 
be desirable, in the interests of logic as 
well as morality, that statesmen should be 
held as rigorously as any schoolboy to the 
precise implications of the language that 
they employ. At present the meaning 
of neutrality is read differently in 
virtually every neutral country. For 
internal as well as external reasons the 
twenty-six counties of Eire have chosen 
a path of neutrality, and the officials 
charged with the maintenance of the 
country’s attitude have prevented any 
indication of sympathy with one side 
rather than another. In the United 
States, on the other hand, the interpreta- 
tion of neutrality has moved in sympathy 
with one group of belligerents. When 
attempts were being made to impose 
a set of rules for war, just as a set of 
rules might be drafted for a game of 
cricket or football, the Hague Convention 
laid down certain principles for the 
guidance and protection of those on the 
touch-line. A neutral State was entitled 
to have the integrity of its territory and 
its territorial waters respected by the 
belligerents, but, at the same time, it 
had a duty to observe strict impartiality 
in its relations: with the belligerent 
countries, 

War, however, is not a game. There is 
no referee, no touch-judge, to decide when 
the rules have been broken. Some nations 
may strive, because they hava a reputation 
for such things, to rct according to the 
principles laid down in. time of peace, or, 
when they deviate from those principles, 
to put up an academic argument in 
justification of what they have done. 
Others interpret the rules to suit them- 
selves and leave the argument till the war 

ended. Generally speaking, it is the 
same with neutrals. They may start with 
a keener appreciation of the rules and a 
stricter desire to observe them than any 
of the belligerents, but usually the extent 
of their neutrality, or the meaning that 
they attach to neutrality, will vary with 
the sympathies that they feel for one side 
or the other or with the repercussions 
that the war seems likely to Nave upon 
their own future or security. For its own 
protection the United States had a 
Neutrality Act which was to act as a 
guide to its own behaviour when war 
occurred, but already the Act has been 
modified considerably and further revision 
is reported to be under discussion. Allied 
men-of-war are being’ repaired in American 
ports, and the products of American arma- 


ment factories are being rushed to Britain, - 


Russia and China in the hope that they 
will serve the cause of those belligerents 
At the same time, the United States 
remains neutral, in the sense that her 
forces are not actively engaged in the 
conflict; .but it could not be pretended 
that her neutrality comes anywhere near 


| The Hague Convention’s description of 


that condition. The fact of the matter 
is that in a total war like the present, 
with nobody able to decide where or when 
the fighting will cease, strong nations 
scarcely can avoid taking sides with the 
anse that seems to offer them the greatest 
security in the future. Small nations on 
the Continent of Europe have found 
that the most scrupulous observance of 
neutrality served no purpose when 
belligerents chose to disregard it. Eire 
is one of the few that have been able to 


keep out of the conflict.

Junk 


Among the treasured possessions of a 
very old lady who died recently were a 
funny old top-hat, an obsolete type of 
waistcoat, and other faded garments of 
her elder brother who had passed away 
some seventy years ago. Some people 
have a weakness for the acquisition of 
articles that others would throw away. 
“These may be useful some day,” is the 
excuse of the thrifty housewife who stores 
away pieces of cloth and miscellaneous 
oddments in cupboards and chests of 
drawers. Occasionally she may rearrange 
her accumulation of junk, dispense with 
a certain amount of it—though not with- 
out a feeling of sacrifice—and add other 
bits and pieces to her collection. There 
may be times when some of it actually is 
of use; probably, however, the best that 
the most of it does is to occupy space that 
could be put to better use. Men store 
books and papers. The books may be 
cheap, paper-backed editions, but because

preserved in a steadily increasing pile till 
he has so many that he would have to 
abandon work for a year or more if he 
hoped to read them all again.

The 
campaign for the collection of waste 
paper, in which the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade and other organisations are 
interested, has given the hoarders of 
journals and records an excuse to get 
rid of the valueless part of their store. 
There surely must be uses to which « great 
deal of other household lumber could be 
put if it were collected on a national 
basis. Charitable bodies may be able to 
devise schemes by which Aunt Polly’s 
summer dress of 1906 and the three 
hundred old cotton reels that Sis collected 
when she was a baby could be turned to 
some sort of profit. With that junk out 
of the way there would be room for the 
stores that are being acquired against the 
dark days to come. 


Voices 


At a recent luncheon gathering in 
London the guests were entertained by a 
selection of great voices reproduced on 
gramophone records. The recordings all 
were mace under tie direction of Mr. H. 
Lynton Fletcher, a graduate of Trinity 
College, Dublin, who has been in charge 
of the B.B.C. Recording Department for 
some years, and they included a wide 
variety of subjects. The programme 
covered the last few years, possibly the 
most eventful years that the world has 
known, and the recorded speeches included 
one of Mussolini’s earlier speeches. Mr. 
Roosevelt’s warning to Germany that 
she ‘should go no further, and Mr. 
Churchill’s speech which ended with the 
well-known quotation, ‘‘ Westward, look, 
the land is bright.” We read, however, 
that the guests were not over-impressed 
by these momentous pronouncements, and 
reserved their biggest applause for the 
more novel records. The reason that these 
speeches—which will, no doubt, be 
regarded with awful interest many 
generations to -come—failed duly to 
impress the audience lies, possibly, in ‘the 
fact that we are still too near to the 
actual events; only the dimension of 
distance, which lends awe and enchant- 
ment to the most everyday relic, will, in 
time, give them the true significance which 
they deserve. We read that of all the 
records which were played -at the recital, 
that which met with the greatest approval 
was the recording, taken some time ago in 
Egypt, of Tutankhamen’s silver trumpets. 
On that occasion the trumpets were 
sounded for the first time since the days 
of the Pharaohs, three thousand years 
ago. The audience also was deeply moved 
by the well-known recording of the 
Titanic’s final plunge into the Atlantic, 
narrated by her second officer. The . access 
of this programme suggests a library 
of similar records, in which one could pay 
a fee, borrow the desired recording, and 
retire into a sound-proof booth to study 
it.

This fresh meat has been 
specially earmarked by Lord Woolton for 
the Great Metropolitan area, which has 
not seen Irish fresh meat for months. A 
recent trial consignment of six hundred 
quarters, which arrived in prime condi- 
tion, was snapped up eagerly by cor- 
sumers.

The Ankara Agreement 


The new German-Turkey commercial 
treaty, which is to be signed this week, 
is expected to take the form of a clearing 
agreement of approximately £T90,000,000. 
It will provide for the egchange of heavy 
guns, machine-guns, ammunition, heavy 
machinery, chemicals, dyes, cameras and 
other German specialities in exchange for 
Turkis tobacco, cotton, mohair, fats and 
olive oil, and small quantities of wool, 
corn, manganese and copper. Turkey 
means to sell no wheat, as the crops are 
poor and reserves low. In accordance with 
the Anglo-Turkey-French agreement, she. 
will deliver no chrome to Germany. 
Turkey is, of course, also buying heavily 
from the United Kingdom Commercial 
Corporation. Last night Ambassador von 
Papen was host to German notables at 
the Karpick Restaurant, with Dr. Clodius 
as the guest of honour.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Barry Galvin 


‘* Nichevo ” writes :—Trinity men of the 
immediate pre-war and post-war periods 
will be shocked to learn of the untimely 
death of Barry St. John Galvin. I 
remember him first merely as a name in 
the Intermediate lists when he was a 
schoolboy at Clongowes. In those days we 
schoolboys used to scan the Intermediate 
results with jealous care. It is a long 
time ago now, more than thirty-five years, 
yet I can remember the names of those 
mathematical big-wigs—Barry Galvin, 
Woodside, Lannon, Wilfrid Johnston and 
the rest, who, year 
after year, used to run 
away with the Ex- 
hibitions and Medals. 
Personally, I never 
was much of a mathe- 
matician, although I 
eee, : still boast of two tens 
age ; in Little-Go, one of 
á er them in mechanics, 
of which I knew little 
or nothing; but I 
used to follow the 
Intermediate lists 
with eager interest, 
and when, on my 
arrival as a raw 
country boy in T.C.D. 
somebody pointed Barry Galvin out to me, 
he immediately became one of my heroes. 
Poor Barry was a great lad. He was one 
of the outstanding personalities in College 
just before the war, and must have shared 
with “ Mottie’’ Green, now a grave and 
reverend judge somewhere or other, the 
distinction of having the greatest number 
of stories told about him.. When the war 
came, Barry, like the man that. he was, 
joined up, finishing, so far as I can 
remember, as O.C. of a battalion. 


The Retort Unexpected 


In this connection there was an amusing 
story about this genial Corkonian. Barry 
always had a gorgeous Cork accent. When 
he came back after the war, having been 
at Murmansk with the famous Churchill 
Expeditionary Force, he was demobilised, 
and came back to Trinity to complete his 
legal studies. In the meantime a genera- 
tion had arisen that knew not Barry, and 
that generation included a young pup of 
a British officer, just out of Sandhurst, 
who had been sent to Dublin in connection 
with the scheme for the distribution of 
grants to officers who wished to go through 
the University. Barry had to interview 
this youth, who was exceedingly pompous 
and Haw-haw. 

“ Were you in the Army, my man?’ 
asked the young officer rather increduously ; 
for Barry looked anything but a military 
man, being rather Falstafian in his 
appearance. 

“I was, sir,” replied the bold Barry, 
eyeing the single pip on the young man’s 
shoulder.

Back in Trinity, Barry quickly bécame 
a dominating personality in the University. 
He was Anditor of the Historical Society, 
a leading member of the chess-playing 
fraternity, an accomplished scholar in his 
own inimitable way, and one of the most 

popular and lovable men that ever passed 
through the Front Gate. Everybody knew 
Barry, and Barry had a cheerful word for 
everybody. Há simply oozed good humour 
and good-fellowship; and it can be said 
with regret that he was one of the last of 
Trinity’s great “characters.” The news 
of his death will be received in all parts 
of the British Empire with genuine 
sorrow; for I am convinced that there is 
not a Trinity man between the ages of 
forty and fifty who did not know Barry 
Galvin either personally or by repute. He 
formed a link between two generations in 
College—pre-war and post-war. He was a 
fine scholar, an outstanding soldier, and, 
before and above all, an Irish gentleman 
of a type that almost has‘ disappeared 
from our island.
